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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant does not provide evidence of criticality 
of a germanium implantation dose not exceeding 1E17 atoms per centimeter squared. The instant specification, pg. 4, lines 5-6, discloses 
that the dose could be greater than that. Therefore, as detailed in the final rejection mailed 3/29/2006, even though Koizumi teaches an 
implantation dose of 4e17 atoms per centimeter squared, it would be obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to optimize this dose to 
arrive within the claimed bounds (claim 1). Further, Applicant argues that none of the prior art addresses the problems that Applicant 
seeks to solve with their invention. However, since the applied prior art in combination reads on the claims, it is not necessary for the 
references to be directed toward the same problem addressed by Applicant, It is further not necessary for a motivation to combine 
references to be the same as Applicant's motivation to produce their invention. 
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
